DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Decision by BPAI 

1. In accord with the decision on appeal by the Board of Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) 
rendered 1 1/24/10, the finality of the rejection of the last Office action has been reversed and, 
therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. Furthermore, claims 10, 12, 13, and 21 have 
been cancelled by virtue of the remand from the BPAI mailed 07/14/10. Claims 1-9 and 14-20 
are pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Daniel J. Santos on 03/15/2011. 

The application has been amended as follows: the last paragraph of Claim 1 has been 
amended to read: "an array of tightly-coupled optical receiver arrays, each respective receiver 
array being configured to receive the signals from a respective one of said VCSEL arrays, 
wherein the wavelengths of the received signals received by the respective optical receiver array 
generally match the wavelengths of the signals transmitted by the respective one of the VCSEL 
arrays such that multiple optical wavelengths can be simultaneously communicated at high-speed 
from one of the respective VCSEL arrays to one of the respective receiver arrays across a very 
short haul channel." 
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The last paragraph of Claim 14 has been amended to read: "an array of tightly coupled 
optical receiver arrays, each respective receiver array being configured to receive a signal from a 
respective one of said VCSEL arrays, wherein the wavelengths of the signals received by the 
respective optical receiver array generally match the wavelengths of the signals transmitted by 
the respective one of the VCSEL arrays such that multiple optical wavelengths can be 
simultaneously communicated at high-speed from said VCSEL arrays to said receiver arrays 
across a channel." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-9 and 14-20 are allowed upon amendment as outlined above.
